PAPER. — In 8. letter written from New York, 
we find the following in regard to the new 
daily illustrated comic paper to be brought 
out in New York city by English -pub 
lishers : 

We are to have some startling new jour- 
nalistic enterprises here. Mr. Markinfield 
Addey, for a Jong time well known in Lon- 
don as a publisher, arrived in this city in 
the Kangaroo. He is accompanied by Mr. 
William Newman,one of the artists engaged 
by Punch. Mr. Addey proposes to establish 
a daily illustralerl comic paper in this city, 
in size equaling the Paris Charivari. No 
expense has been spared in the preparations 
for the enterprise, and it is to be " put 
through." On the first of May the new 
daily paper long spoken of is to bo pub- 
lished. It is to be called The World, and is 
lo bo a handsome sheet of eiglit pages, ar- 
ranged as nearly as possible like the Lon- 
don Times, anti emulating its manner so far 
as can be consistently with American sur- 
roundings. Mr. Spaldingi iate manager of 
the Courier and Enquirer, and Mr. R. Grant 
White, editor of Shakspeare, and a chief 
of the Atlantic Monthly staff, are to be tlie 
editors in chief, and will be assisted by a 
staff as learned, clever and wise, and also 
as numerous as money, enterprLso and ener- 
gy can secure. The paper is lo be a tlior- 
oiighly independent secular paper, conduct- 
ed with regard to decency, and on principles 
dictated by common sense.

SkKIOUS ClIAriGE AdAI.NST A Poi.ICE.MAN 

—Yesterday morning, about half-past six 
o'clock, Sergeant ^Veihe, of the police force, 
arrested one of his own men on a charge of 
robbing a stranger named Darch.from Olym- 
pia, W. T., the night previous, of Slo3 and 
some silver. The men had been together 
during the night, and Darch got drunk. In 
the morning Darch awoke in. a squaw's 
cabin, near the Esquimalt road, and found 
himself minus bis money; ■ On mentioning 
the matter to Jones, the' latter stated that he 
had just found a S20 piece in one of tho bed- , 
and handed it to Darch.

It was afterwards 
asserieil that the astronomers had made a 
mistake, and that it would not show itself 
unlil 1860. Astronomers, like other men, 
are not infallible ; and the probability is that 
the erratic visitor just visible has arrived 
two months in ad vance'ofth'6 time predicted 
by M. Bone. 

News fro.m thk Mines. — The steamer 
Wilson G. Hunt arrived about six o'clock 
last evening from Fraser River. The mining 
news is excellent, and fully confirms our 
oft expressed convictions as to the richness 
of Quesnelle River. No miners are on the.

Tho Express 
from Quesnelle did not connect with the 
lower oom'pariies this trip. Flour and beans 
are worth 40 bents, and bacon 00 cents at 
Fort Alexander. The gold taken from the 
Quesnelle is very coarse, and large nuggets 
are being continually turned up. On the 
Lower Fraser, the miners are doing remark- 
ably well, and all seem satisfied. 

SaBSOBIPTloN.— Subscription lists have 
been opened to aid the families of the 
seamen, late of tho Satellite, who were 
drowned ofi' the mouth of Esquimalt har- 
bor. The lists may be found at the store of 
Langley Bros., Yates street ; at Southgate 
and Co.'s, and at S. Price and Co.'s Wharf 
street. Those who are so disposed, and 
can spare a small donation for so worthy a 
purpose, would doubtless do a commendable 
act of charily towards the widows and 
orphans of the seamen, who met so untimely 
an end in tho service of our common 
country. 

San Juan.— Lord John Rus.sell, in his 
explanations in the House of Commons, 
about ordering one hundred marines, stated 
that ihe order had been .sent to the Admiral 
of the station. Not a word was mentioned 
about ordering His Kxcelleiicy the Governor 
to leqnesl the Admiral tu furnish ihe de- 
tachmeut. Evidently the Foreign office is 
posted, and are like the inhabitants of tho 
colony, who have no confidence in. tho 
reproseutatire of Her Majesty.

BreaS^in'i^iie' Chaln-Gang— Escape of 
Six Fxiaoners — Five Recaptured. 

An inoiilent ocourred ye.steril;iy ultt-rnoon 
•which turned the wholu town into commo- 
tion, and caused more excitement than any 
event which has transpired since the early 
days of the gold fever. It was nothing 
more nor less than the escape from the 
chain-gang of some of' the .niosU hardened 
reprobates that have ever afflicted any coun- 
try with their presencgf; yiOiii '/ 

The chain-gang/ under the control of 
Messrs. .CoIquhdun^'and-'Beavi'sl' have been 
for. somftudays;. post engaged in breaking 
stbne'dnlhV'Cfiurch Res.nve. Thi.s sto le 
is to be used for rnaondiimizi"-' s<i"tt^ "* 
streets of the town;' The condnot of the 
prisoners has boon very good for .some time 

• back, and nothing .soemed to indicate a 
contemplated break. Hawkiuust, Birney, 
Sprague and Hi!cker seemed to be at last 
resigned to their hile, and had manifested 
no disposition recenlly lo escape. 

About five o'clock last evening, liowever, 
six of the prisoners were engaged in .■storing 
the tools in the Ilev. Mr. Cridge's yard, 
while Birney, Hawkhur.st, O'Uary, Sprague, 
Becker, a Hyter Indian Boy, and two others 
remained on the outside of the /ence, ^ Bea- 
•vis and Colquhoun werei also, standing on 
the outside near the, gatey. Birriey com- 
plained thathe.was veryl'tifed.'-and 'threw 
himself on the ground as if to rest. Tiie 
keepers turned their backs for a moment 
upon him, when Birney snddenly leaped 
up, and catching Beavis around the arms, 
'thereby pinioning him, snatched his pistol 
—a'Coh's six shooter — from his belt. Col- 
qouhoun perceiving the movement, drew 
his own pistol, and was about cocking it 
when Sprague ruslied up beliiiul ;ui(l s^cized 
the weapon. A struggle between the two 
ensued, which Birney soon ended, however, 
by cocking the weapon ho had taken from 
Beavis, and advancing upon Colquhoun, 
pointed it at his head and exclaimed, 
■«'D— n you, drop that, or I'll blow your 
brains out !" Colquhoun .released his hold 
upon the pistol, antt Spraguei'lobk.possessibn 
-of it.' The convicts then braiidished the 
VfMJupons, and Hawkhurst, called out,—" All 
you that want to leave this gang, ome with 
us!" Matthew Noil, an old man wlio is in 
the gang, acted in a most praiseworthy man- 
ner during this cvciting- siene. While the 
struggle for the pistol was going on, he ex- 
claimed, " For God's sake, boys, look out 
what you're doing!"' and through his e.\er- 
tions five of the gang; we're' i.pteven ted 
from leaving. 

Birney, Sprague, H!\wkhur.st, O'Leary, 
Becker, a:ul (he Hyter Indian boy ihen 
started, one of the convicts as-, he ran, in- 
forming John Butts, who isa' mernber of 
the gang, that he would stop and shoot him 
if he had time. Two Other- convicts (In- 
dians) .Marted to follow, but \rere slopped 
by Mr. Colquhoun. The convicts engag-'d 
ill the break, although heavily cliained, 
made off at a hiisk trot ill Ibe direction of 
the Gi)vern.>r's farm, while Mr. Colquhoun 
started into town and gave the alarm. 

The police lonte, who were in the bar- 
racks, as well as ll.ose who were on iluly, 
seixed what aims were near at hand, and 
accompanied by a nnmbiir of citizens, fol- 
lowed the trail (if the ciinvicts to a thick 
swamp in the n-ar of the (Jovernor's farm, 
about a mile frmn town, where Mr. K. 
•llabsuu. of (Jovernirient street, .snddenly 
came upon the live white convicts lying in 
the bushes, evidently resting themselves. 
The .Indian boy was not to be found. Mr. 
R, .(Presented a doable'-.barreled shot-gun at 
ihonij'.and threatened to shoot tlie first man 
whe stirred. The oopviotsi . immediately 
surrendered, and gave up the two pistols 
bdoBgthg- to the guards, to the police, who 
*were attracted to that vicinity by Mr. Kab- 
flon's 'shouts.. They were then secured and 
jnarohed under a strong guard ol policemen 
and citizens into town. The greatest curi- 
osity was exhibited by all to witness the 
perjietrators of Ibis bohl strike for liberty, 
and as they wen^ inarclied llirougli Vales 
and Gijverninent streets, an immense crowd 
of ])ersons galheri'il and aceonipan ied tliem 
to their old quarters in !lie jail. 

Amot'.g the parlies who joined in the pur- 
suit, were four .Soiigish IndiaiiH, armed with 
niuskels. By wliom they were ordered out 
wo cannot say. Had a light ensued, the 
pursuers would have stood asgood a fiiow 
for 'losing their heads as the pursued— the 
suvagastieing'URable to distinguish holween 
theni."' ■ 

• Dutlng'th'e walk into town the prisoneis 
aMamVd ^a' boliii'/tdefmiit demeanor, and 
seemed to oate ^ery little fair the notice they 
attracted. Our reporter met the captors 
with (heir pcisonofs on Iluinbuldt street, and 
Birney, who was in the f'lonl rank, called 
oat, " Here's another item lor yon, old Icl- 
low !" The chains ujion earh pn.siiinT i e- 

• ihoiued uiibroke.n. Seaieh will be made lor 
the Indian boy lo-J.iy. 'J'lie (wtizeiis .b'-iM ve 
much praise for the jiroinpl muniioriii wliiuh 
ihoy turned Dill W in ofipturing the

That 
laugli might answer very well in llie Court of I'otiy 
Sessions, but it shall not be submitted to by mo 
here. That is a most indecent langli, [i,'ri'at 
laughter,] and 1 allirm positively that it shall not 
be submitted to— it is unparliamentary.

tlie £4,000 r( ceived at the Land Ollicc, we should 
not go on with the Kstimatcs.
